Peace Suicides\ 


Increased Number Every- 


since the ^igning of the 
Armistice. 


NEW 
YORK—Since the stghwg 


of the armistice there- has been a 
constantly increasing- 
number 
of 


suicides everywhere, according to a 
report issued today by the Save a 
Life League. 
In Germany, Russia, 


Syria and other foreign 
countries 


where 'the number has been 
very 


large the cause is attributed to de- 
spair because of miserable 
living 


conditions brought about by the war. 


The report tabulates 5,121 cases 


of suicide in .the United. States dur- 
ing 1919. Of the professions, law- 
yers led the -list with 43, of whom 
12 were judges; 36 victims were 
physicians, 2S teachers and 11 cler- 
gymen. The list included 20 presi- 
dents of large business concerns and 
50 prominent club members, mil- 
lionaires and wealthy society wom- 
en. Unhappy martial relations were 
responsible for 360 tragedies. 


Men outnumbered women 2,537 tc 


1.667, but of the child suicides 252 
were girls and 225 boys. Newspa- 
per editors appeared to be immune.

to -whom permits have been issued 
will fail.

to be issued to the organizers for 
the patents, formulae or leases. 
Many times there was no real inten- 
tion of the promoters to transact 
business; or if-they really intended 
to transact business it is a matter 
of little consequence to them be- 
cause they make a handsome sum 
of money from the sale of the stock 
issued to them for such patents, 
formulae or leases.

"Don't purchase securities offer-
